A fter five years of contention 
be­ 
tween the Littlestown borough coun­ 
cil and J. H arry M ehring over the re­ 
moval of a poultry house from Charles 
street extended, which had Imen plac­ 
ed there contrary to the ordination of 
the street in 1910, the 
building 
has 
at last been moved. 
Mr. Mehring, as president of 
the 
council in 1910, signed a quit 
claim 
release to the borough to 
move 
a t 
his own expense the building, part of 
which stood on the ordained 
portion 
of the 
street, 
preventing 
the 
full 
width of the street being thrown open 
to the use of the public. 
Irater on, when requested to 
move 
the building, he professed 
ignorance 
of his part of the 
contract, 
stating 
th a t he signed a paper but 
did 
not 
know 
its 
contents 
notw ithstanding 
that this transaction was recorded on 
the council minutes and he, as presi­ 
dent, approved said minutes, and sign­ 
ed his own voucher.

council on S aturday morning met in 
a body at the place of contention and 
ordered C ontractor Kline and hi.- men 
to saw the building through.

long roof a conference was called and 
the work halted. A fter several parleys 
tfi whb-b the br was pa -ed, Mr. Meh­ 
ring was finally convinced that

Washington, June l l . —The United 
flutes, in Its latest note to Germany, 
formally asks the Imperial 
German 
government for assurances that meas­ 
ures hereafter will be adopted to safe 
guard “American lives and American 
ships" on the high seas. The altem a 
live in v ase of refusal is not stated. 
The German government, It is de 
d ared, “must have been misinformed'' 
when it assumed that the Lusitania 
carried guns, as official information is 
at hand to corroborate the original 
contention of the Washington govern­ 
ment—that the Lusitania was an un­ 
armed passenger ship which, since it 
did not resist capture, could not be 
sunk without t r a n s f e r a l passengers 
and crew to a place of safety. 
The 
communication 
Informs 
Ger 
many that It is "on the principle of 
humanity as well as upon the law 
founded upon this principle that the 
United States must stand." The not# 
follows: 
The Secretary of State ad Interim to 
the American Ambassador at Berlin: 
Department of State, Washington, 
lune 9, 1915. 
American Ambassador, Bertin: 
you are instructed to deliver tex­ 
tually the following note to the min­ 
ister of foreign affairs. 
In compliance with your excellen­ 
cy’s request, I did not fail to transmit 
to my government immediately utxm 
their receipt of your note of May 23 
in reply to my note of May 15, and 
tour supplementary note or June I, 
setting forth the conclusions so far 
as reached by the imperial German 
government concerning the attacks on 
the American steamers ensiling and 
Oui flight. I am now instructed by my 
government to communicate the fol­ 
lowing in reply: 
The

States notes with gratification the full 
recognition by the Imperial German 
government iii discussing tile cases of 
the ensiling and tile Gijlflight, of the 
(findpie or the freedom of ail parts 
it* the open sea to neutral ships and

and meet its liability where the lait 
of attack upon neutral ships “ which 
have not been guilty of any hostile 
act" by German aircraft or vessels ot 
war is satisfactorily established' and 
tile government of the United States 
will in due course lay before the im­ 
perial government, as it requests, full 
nformation concerning the attack on 
the steamer Cushing. 
The Falaba’a Attempt to Escape. 
With regard to the sinking of the 
steamer f-alaba, by which an Ameri­ 
can cltixen lost his life, the govern­ 
ment of tile United States is surprised 
to find the imperial German govern­ 
ment contending that an effort on the 
part of a merchantman to escape cap­ 
ture and secure assistance alters the 
obligation of the officer seeking to 
make the capture in respect to the 
safety of the lives of those on board 
the merchantman, although the vessel 
has 
ceased 
her 
attempt to escape 
when torpedoed. 
These are bot new circumstances. 
They 
have 
been in the minds of 
statesmen and of international Jurists 
throughout the development of naval 
warfare, and Hie government of the 
United 
States does not understand 
that they have ever been held to alter 
the principles of humanity upon which 
It has insisted. Nothing but actual for- 
Ibis resistance or continued efforts 
to escape by dight, when ordered to 
atop for the purpose of visit on the 
part of the merchantman 
has ever 
sen held to forfeit the lives of her 
passengers or crew.

States, however, does not understand 
that the imperial government Is seek

a In this case to relieve itself of Ba­ 
nty. hut only intends to set forth 
the circumstances which led the com­ 
mander of the submarine to allow him 
self to he hurried into the course 
which he took. 


Misinformed as to Lusitania's Outfit. 
Your excellency's note, in dlcusslng 
the loss of American lives resulting 
from the sinking of the steamship 
Lusitania, adverts at some length to 
certain information 
which the Inipe 
rial German government has received 
with regard to the character and out­ 
fit of that vessel, and your excellence 
expresses the fear that this Informa­ 
tion may not have been brought to 
tile attention of the government of 
the United States. It Is stated in the 
note that the Lusitania was undoubt­ 
edly equipped with masked guns, sup 
piled with trained gunners and special 
ammunition, transporting troops from 
Canada, carrying a cargo not permit­ 
ted under the laws of 
the 
United 
States to a vessel also carrying pas 
senders and serving, in virtual enc J, 
ss an auxiliary to the naval forces of 
Great Britain. 
Fortunately these are matters con­ 
cerning which the government of the 
United States is in a position to give 
the imperial German government offi 
rial information. Of the facts alleged 
in your excellency's note, if true, the 
government of 
the 
United States 
would h a v e been hound to fake official 
cognizance In performing Its recon 
nixed duty as a neutral power and in 
enforcing its national laws. 
It was its duty to see to it that the 
Lusitania was not armed for offensive 
action, that she was not serving as a 
transport, that she did not tarry a

cargo prohibited by the statutes oi 
the United States, and that if in fact 
she was a naval vessel of Great Brl 
tain she should not receive clearance 
as a m erchantm an; and it performed 
that duty and enforced its statutes 
with scrupulous vigilance through its 
regularly constituted officials. 
it is able, therefore, to assure the 
imperial German government that it 
has been misinformed, lf the imperia' 
German government should deem It 
self to lie in possession of convincing 
evidence that the officials of the gov 
eminent of the United States did not 
perform these duties with thorough 
ness, the government of the United 
States sincerely hopes that it will sub 
mit that evidence for consideration. 


Contention Over Contraband Irrelevant 
W hatever may be the contentions 
of the imperial German government 
regarding the carriage of contraband 
of war on hoard the Lusitania, or re 
Barding the explosion of that material 
by the torpedo, it need only he said 
that in tile view of this government 
these contentions arc irrelevant to the 
question of the legality of the moth 
(His used by tire German naval author 
ities in sinking the vessel. 
But the sinking of passenger ships 
involves principles of humanity which 
! throw into the background any ape 
I elal circumstances of detail that max 
he thought to affect the cases, princl 
pies which lift it, as the imperial Ger 
man 
government will no doubt 
be 
quick to recognize and acknowledge 
out of the class of ordinary subjects 
of diplomatic discussion or of interna 
tlonal controversy. Whatever be the 
other facts regarding the Lusitania, 
the 
principal 
fact in that a great 
steamer, primarily and chiefly a con 
veyance for passengers, and carrying 
more than a thousand souls who had 
no part or lot In the conduct of the 
war, was torpedoed and sunk without 
so much as a challenge or a warning, 
and that men, women and children 
were sent to their death in circum 
stances unparalleled in modern war 
fare. 
. 
The fact that more than inn Anteri 
can citizens were among those who 
perished made it the duty of the gov­ 
ernment of the Unite ! States to speak 
of these things and once more, with 
solemn emphasis, to call the attention 
of the imperial German government 
to the grave responsibility which the 
government of the United States con 
{•elves that it has incurred In this tra 
git- ocnirrance. and to the Indisput­ 
able 
principle upon which that re 
sponsibility rests. 


Contending For Rights of Humanity. 
The 
government 
of 
the 
United 
Stites 
is contending for something 
much 
greater than mere 
rights of 
property or privilege of commerce. It 
Is contending for nothing less high 
and sacred than the rights of human 
by. which every government honors 
itself In respecting and which no gov 
eminent is justified In resigning on 
behalf of thege under Its care and au­ 
thority. Only lier actual resistance to 
capture or refusal to stop when or­ 
dered to do so for the purpose of visit 
could have afforded the commander 
{if the submarine any justification for 
so much as putting the lives of those 
on board the ship In jeopardy. 
This principle the government of 
the United States understands the ex­ 
plicit instructions Issued on Aug. 3, 
1914, by the Imperial German admlr 
alty to its commanders at sea to have 
recognized and embodied, as do the 
naval codes of all other nations and 
upon it every t r a i l e r and seaman had 
a right lo dejKjnd It is upon this prin 
clple of humanity as well as upon the 
law founded upon this principle that 
the United States m u s t 'stand. 


Ready .o Help Am eliorate Warfare. 
Tile 
government 
of 
the 
United 
States is happv to observe that your 
excellency'* note closes with the intj 
rn al Ion that til*- imperial German gov­ 
ernment is willing, now as before, to 
accept the good offices of the I nited 
States in an attempt to come to an 
understanding with tile government ol 
Great Britain by which Hie character 
and conditions of the war upon the 
sea may be changed. 
The

world. 
It stands ready at any time to 
Convey to either government any int.

Eight Traw lers and Steamers Are Also 


Destroyed by Underw ater Craft Off 


English Coast. 


London, June l l . — Two British tor­ 
pedo boats were torpedoed off the east 
( oast of England by a German subma 
rine. 
The boats are the No. IO and No. 
12. 
Both went to the bottom. 
The 
survivors, forty-one in number, have 
been brought ashore. 
The attack took place at a very 
early hour in the morning. 
This in­ 
formation was given out by the ad­ 
miralty. 
The British steamship Erna Boldt 
has been torpedoed and sunk off Har­ 
wich by a German submarine. 
The 
members of the crew were saved. 
The Erna Boldt was a German vee 
sel which was captured by the British 
and put into service by them. 
She 
was of 1045 net tons and 26b feet long 
and was built in J908. 
A news dispatch 
from 
Maasluis, 
Holland, says the crews of the British 
trawlers Qui Vive and Edward, which 
have been sunk by German subma­ 
rines, were rescued by a Hutch steam ­ 
ship and taken to that port. 
Tile crew of the trawler Velocity, 
which was sunk at sea by a German 
submarine, was landed at Hartlepool, 
after fifty-two hours at sea In a small 
boat without food or water. The men 
were in a terrible state of exhaustion. 
The submarine fired five shells at the 
Velocity, sending her to the bottom. 
A dispatch from Grimsby says the 
trawlers 
Tunisan and 
Castor have 
been sunk by a German submarine. 
The Tunisan’a crew, which wa* per 
mitted five minutes in which to leave 
the vessel, arrived thert. The vessel 
was sunk with bombs. The Castor’s 
crew was picked up at sea. The sub 
marine pursued another trawler, hut 
the arrival of a patrol boat saved this 
vessel. 
The Grimsby steam 
trawler Not 
tlngham was sunk in the North sea 
Monday by shell re from a German 
submarine. The crew was saved. 


Express Steamer Torpedoed. 
Liverpool, June ll. — An 
express 
steamship, hound from Liverpool to 
Truro, was sunk by a German subma 
rine off Small’s lighthouse. The crew 
was saved. 


BRYAN FOR NEW SYSTEM 


Advocates Persuation Instead of Force 
In Dealing W ith Nations. 
Washington, June l l . —William Je n ­ 
nings Bryan, In an appeal addressed 
"To the American People," asks them 
to hear him before they {tass sentence 
upon his laying down the portfolio of 
secretary of state In the midst of In­ 
ternational stress. 
Confident that the public will credit 
him 
with 
honorshle intentions, 
Mr. 
Bryan frankly says that good inten­ 
tions are not enough, and that if tile 
public verdict is against him, he asks 
no mercy, asserting that men in pub­ 
lic life must be “willing to hear any 
deserved punishment from ostracism 
to execution." 
Interpreting the American note to 
Germany on submarine warfare, which 
he refused to sign, as conforming to 
the “old system" of diplomatic stand­ 
ards. precedents for which “are writ­ 
ten in characters of blood upon al­ 
most every page of human history," 
and characterising himself as a chain 
pion of the new system- persuasion 
instead of force—and as “an humble 
follower of the Prince of Peace," the 
former secretary of state pleads for 
tile United States to lead the world 
"out of the black night of war into 
the light of that day ‘when swords 
shall be beaten into plowshares.*" 
Today Mr. Bryan will issue another 
statement, an appeal, he 
says, 
to 
“German-Americans.” 


BRITAIN CALLS 3.200.000 MEN 


Total Sanctioned by Parliam ent For 
Arm y and Navy Service. 
London, June IL —The total number 
of men for the army and the navy 
sanctioned by parliament for service 
In th? war is 3,200,000. 
"This number will not be exceeded 
without authority of parliament," said 
Premier Asquith, thus setting at rest 
rumors that other forces had been mo­ 
bilized without public knowledge. 


79,946 
W omen

london, June 41.— According to fig­ 
ures announced In the house of com­ 
mons, 79,946 women have registered 
for war work, and of this number 
1916 have been utilised. This total 
does not include the women who have 
registered at private labor exchanges.
